BORDER  CLEARANCE 

The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  and  the  Canadian  Board 
ol  Transport  have  been  meeting  to  make  plans  for  the 
Simplification  of  border  elenronc©  for  non-scheduied  com- 
mercial olrcrali.  Provisions  for  clearance  of  non-scheduled 
aircraft  with  payload  not  to  exceed  2.000  pounds  will  be- 
come effective  April  12th.  1952. 


SMALL  IRREGULARS  BECOME  AIR  TAXI  OPERATORS 
CAB  hos  eliminated  the  classilication  ol  air  comers 
known  os  "small  irregulars"  and  subsitiuled  a nevr  class  of 
"air  taxi  operators".  Change  was  occomplished  through 
promulgation  of  new  regulations  which  become  effective 
February  2.  Over  2.000  cif»oratora  of  small  aircraft  (under 
12.500  lbs  maximum  certificated  take-olf  weight)  are  effected. 
Major  effect  of  this  action  is  abolition  of  "letters  of  registra- 
tion" for  all  small  operolors  nnd  <>limlnalion  of  report  require- 
ments for  most  of  them.  Only  those  operating  aircraft  in 
passenger  service  with  more  Ihon  five  seats  will  still  be  re- 
quired to  submit  annual  reports.  Air  taxi  operators  will  be 
nemiitted  to  engage  in  limited  "jitney  type"  operations  as 
o connecting  service  with  certificated  carriers. 


MONTANA  RONAUTICS  COMMISSION  CHOP 
S.  -.AYING  REGULATIONS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  at  a regular 
meeting  in  Helena  on  March  12th  took  action  to  rescind  the 
regulation  in  crop  sproying  which  requires  ihot  all  pilots 
engaged  in  cfop  spraying  submit  to  the  Stale  College  a fob 
report  form  on  each  crop  spraying  job.  *rhls  regulation  was 
rescinded  March  12,  1952. 

Further  action  by  the  commission  amended  the  regula- 
tion pertaining  to  the  application  of  porathion  wherein  it  is 
now  required  that  a pilot  receive  instnicilon  on  the  handling 
and  opplicalion  ol  this  toxic  chemical  from  the  State  College 
Department  of  Etomology.  The  former  regulation  lequir^ 
that  porathion  be  applied  only  under  the  supervision  ol  the 
Department  of  Etomology.  Regulations  now  in  effect  on 
agncultural  flying  require  that  all  crop  spraying  pilots  be 
registered  as  pilots  with  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commis- 
sion. (2)  All  crop  spraying  pilots  will  be  registered  os  crop 
spraying  pllols  with  the  Montana  Aeronoullcs  Commission. 

(3)  All  agrlcullural  olrcrafl  equipped  for  agricultural  flying 
will  be  registered  with  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 
M)  AH  aircraft  engaged  In  crop  spraying  in  Montana  will 
be  properly  certified  by  ihe  CAA  and  will  be  covered  by 
amount  of  $25.000/$50.000.  (5)  It  is  further  required  that 
all  pilots  engaged  in  agrlcullural  flying  In  Montana  have  a 
waiver  issu^  by  or  endorsed  by  a CAA  Aviation  ^ety 
Officer  of  either  the  Helena  or  Billings  CAA  office. 


APPEAL  DECISION  LOW  FLYING  AN  ACT 
OF  TRESPASS 

Tenth  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  in  awarding  $9,180 
lor  injuries  and  property  damage  to  Joseph  and  Juanita  E. 
Galdys  incurred  when  an  Air  Force  plane  crashed  near 
their  home,  hos  laid  down  the  principle  that  flying  over 
private  properly  at  u lower  altitude  than  the  safe  minimum 
lixed  by  CAA  is  an  act  of  trespass. 

The  accident  upon  which  Ihe  suit  was  based  occurred 
when  the  AF  plane,  taking  off  from  Lowry  Are,  crashed 
two  doors  from  the  Gaidys  residence  at  Aurora.  Col.  Burning 
fuel  and  parts  of  the  plane  damaged  the  Gaidya  property 
and  injured  both  occupants. 

The  decision,  said  to  be  Ihe  first  to  this  effect  to  be  laid 
down,  is  predicted  upon  a recent  Supreme  Court  ruling 
which  canled  the  intimation  that  flying  below  the  minimum 
altitude  constitutes  trespass.  Sole  minimum,  as  stated  by 
CAA,  is  1.000  feel  above  Ihe  highest  obstacle  within  a hori- 
zontal radius  of  2,000  feet  from  the  aircraft,  and  500  feel 
obovo  other  lor.d  oieci.  - .'...icrlcctM  A.iM!l^,,i  Duily.
